An example of what may be ac- 
complished by concerted effort by 
adult deaf is presented in the achieve- 
ments of the deaf of Western Canada. 
In this region there is an association 
of the deaf having as specified objects 
the development and extension of 
schools for the deaf throughout Can- 
ada, and the intellectual, professional 
and social enjoyment of its men 
The membership includes deaf men 
and women, most of whom are alumni 
of the Manitoba school. The organi- 
zation already has a record of valu- 
able service to its credit. 

Six years ago it began a vi;- 
campaign for the establishment of a 
school for the deaf in the province 

hi. This was tonef 
with such energy and wisdom that two 
years later the Premier of thai 
vince announced that a school would 
built, nnd in 1951 the school Open- 
ad at Saskatoon. This meant much 
for the deaf children of the praire 
provinces, where nearly three hundred 
children are supplied with school faci- 
lities at Saskatoon. 

The association next met the refusal 
of the police of Vancouver to grant 
automobile drivers licenses to deaf 
people, and a discussion lasting several 
months followed, finally ending in a 
complete victory for the deaf. The 
right was not easily won, but the deaf 
of Vancouver are now allowed to 
drive cars under a few minor condi- 
tions. Later on, when the Manitoba 
school was in danger of being closed, 
the president of the association ap- 
pointed a committee which carried on 
an intensive educational campaign in 
the province. The outcome was to 
show the desire of the people of 
b« to have the school continued, 
accordingly the Legislature passed 
an appropriation to continue the 
valuable service being rendered by the

Lindsay Denison, New* Writer, 
Dies 

Lindsay Denison, for a generation one of 
the best newspaper reporters in New York, 
Mr.) with the old Sun, then with The 
Evening World, died at 9 o'clock, March 
25th, of heart disease at his home in Great 
Neck, L. I., on Hill Park Avenue. Hi* 
illness lasted a week. He was sixty-one 
years old. Surviving are a widow, Mary 
Heard Denison, a daughter, Mrs. Ralph C. 
Raughlcy, Jr., and a brother, Dr. Raymond 
Chase Denison, of South Bend, Ind. 

Mr. Denison was bom in Salem, Mass., 
March 23, 1873, the son of James and 
Elizabeth Lindsay Denison. lioth his pa- 
rents were deaf-mutes and for a time 
conducted a school for deaf-mutes in 
Washington. Mr. Denison naturally master- 
ed the sign-language in his earliest child 
hood and occasionally the knowledge came 
in handy, proving the- assertion that no 
knowledge ever comes amiss in the news- 
paper business.

Gatette, a leading daily in that 
section of the /eiuntry. Securing a 
position in the great government 
printery in 1900, he had been a resi- 
lient of Washington up to the time Of 
his death. Only the government re- 
tirement, law forced him to relinquish 
his life job.

To the Readers of the /oi/rtial:' 

The approaching Convention of 
the N. A. D. is going to either make 
or break it. For years it has 
been said that the N. A. D. is in- 
active, and if we are to expect it to 
come alive it is necessasy that active 
and alert officials who are known for 
their active work in behalf of the 
deaf should be elected. In placing 
before yon my candidacy for the 
N. A. D. Secretary-Treasurer job, I 
do so with full knowledge of my limi- 
tations, but also with full belief in my 
abilities, I do not sav that there 
aren't others who may be just as 
capable as I am, no doubt there are, 
and I am as anxious as anyone to 
see that the N. A. D. elect officials 
who will work for the benefit of the 
deaf as a whole. 

Of course, I realize that the 
Secretary-Treasurer alone cannot do 
much without the co-operation of 
the other officials, but you will have 
ample chance to elect a full group of 
officials who are known by their 
works, not their big words. Here 
are some of the things I am anxious 
to see the N. A, D. get busy on. 

1. Secure affiliation of as many

hi absurdity to some of you, 
but if yftU will think it over you 
will see that it is not an impossibility 
but that such a bill may at anytime 

be presented to Congress, and it be- 
hooves us to be ready to fight it. 
There was a recent article in the 
» Past on this, and a recent 
scandal in a Detroit House of Cor- 
rection where a number of nineteen 
year-old boys and girls were steriliz- 
ed, against their parents' consent.) 

4. An active Publicity Campaign, 

in the hearing papers, of and about 
the deaf, their achievements, and 
as an offset of the all too frequent 
propaganda of the Volta Bureau and 
other pure-oral organitatiom 
do not oppose oral teaching of the 
deaf child who can learn in that 
manner, but the absurdity of trying 

to force this method down the throat* 
of all deaf children. ^^ 

5. A canvas of each school for the 
deaf, to find out how many deaf 

iployed in each school, 
and an active Campaign to secure the 
appointing of more deaf teachers. 



Hut do not think I am in favor of 
appointing a teacher, just because 
she may be deaf. It is Up to 
ippliCahtS to prepare them- 
selves for such positions, and unless 
ban present certificates showing 
their Ability to teach 1 am no more 
in favor of them than I would be in

These are some of my ideas, others 
will he discussed at the N. A. D.

The International Exhibition ot 
Fine and Applied Arts (by Deaf 
Artists) under the sponsorship of 
the National Association of the Deaf

artists ot merit whose status in their 
particnler field of endeavor will be 
Improved by an exhibition — with at- 
tendant publicit\ — in New York 
City, one of the principal artcetiteis 
of the world. 

/'(<;/ artists, according to the 

committee, are men and women who 

line deaf before they studied 

art. whether in childhood or as 

adults. 

The exhibition is being given 
with the cooperation of the Ameri- 
can Society of Deaf Artists, an 
organization affiliated with the 
American Federation of Arts and 
with the Salon International dea 
Artistes Silencieux of Paris. 

Among the conditions laid down 
by the committee are the foil 
ing: — 

Works by both amateurs and pro- 
fessionals are eligible for entry. Any 
number or kind of object may be 
entered. 

Under fitu arts are listed draw- 
ings, engravings and sculptures. 

Applied arts include book-bind- 
ings, carvings, costume design, em- 
broideries. «lass work, illuminations, 
jewerly, lace work, leather work, 
metal work, photography, pottery.

Troy E. Hill, member of the board 
of directors of the National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, received a letter Fri- 
day from Senator Morris Shepphard 
that investigation was under way look- 
ing to changing civil service examina- 
tion practices to permit deaf-mutes to 
take examinations for positions as 
postoffice clerk or letter carrier.
